The  history  of  th.-  ,  n .  .  sr .  r 
roads  from  an  lastorl(.i.  ,  p.-mi 
has  some  interest  'l  U.  <  .n.ailian 
National  k  the  successor  ol  the  nr»l 
1.1 '  'ud  111  Canada;  it  was  luxMrii 
a  ;ti<  champlain  *  8L  Lavrsnos 
Haiir.^ad.  and  obtained  a  charter  In 
1832  to  opeeato  the  shrtaan  miles 
between  Ia  Prairie  on  the  8t 
Lawrence  Elver  to  ;  i  .lotms  on  the 
Richelieu.  The  rtKui  \wt,.  built  to 
fu(  ilitate  truftlr  Ix-twicn  Montifal 
and  New  York  by  lesbening  the 
ardors  of  the  Blxteen-ml||t  portage. 

This  road  was  oonmlsted  In'  July. 
18M,  and  Ite  rails  were  tl  wood 
vHh  Iron  surfacing.

Prom  then  up  to  1888  the  Grahd 
Trunk  Railway  had  been  covering 
Ontario  with  a  network  of  roads. 
It  h.id  extended  lUs  main  line  to 
Chicaco  and  in  188'2  liad  absorbed 
the  (ireat  Western  Railway.  Shortly 
after  thus,  the  Cirand  Trunk  man- 
agement, seeing  the  expansion  and 
prosperity  on  the  Prairies,  entered 
into  negotiations  with  the  Federal 
Oovenunant  to  construct  further 
railways  In  the  West  Thus.  In 
1903,  the  Orand  Trunk  Pacific  and 
the  National  Tran.scontinental  had 
their  inception,  wiUi  the  private 
road  iindrrtakinK  to  con-strut  the 
WRstrrti  serii(in,s  and  the  Ciovcrn- 
ment  unricrlakinK  to  rni\.stni,  t  the 
lines  from  Wlnniixi;  diirn  to 
Quebec  and  thence  to  Moncx>n. 
C.N.R.  STARTS 

While  all  ihLs  wa-s  takintj  place, 
the  t;anadian  Northern  rtrst  ca.me 
into  existence  in  the  West  with  a 
line  running  out  of  Winnipeg,  it 
then  eonstnicted  a  line  between 
Winnipeg  and  Port  Arthur,  the 
head  of  rmvlgatlon.  In  1801  the 
Canadian  Northern  had  971  mlie.s 
under  it.s  (ontrol,  all  located  in 
Western  C'anada.

Paclflo.  The  Orand  Truna  Pacific 
had  declined  to  acquire  the  National 
Transcontinental  according  to  Its 
contrail,  aji  thi-  latter  had  cost  so 
much  more  than  Ihr  estimates.

SCHOOL-CHILDREN'S  EYES 


<     Mr.  Owen  Avet,  the  Chairman  of  the  Council 
Iiudtule  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians,  in  London,  has 
..been  commenting  on  the  high  incidence  of  eyesight 
defects  among  school-children.    It  is  due.  he  believes, 
.''to  the  fact  that  modem  tyitcmt  of  education  con- 
centrate so  much  on  the  sense  of  sight.    The  ttrain 
on  the  eyes  is  so  considerable  that  it  "frequently  Im- 
j.>>5es  itself  indelibly  on  the  delicate  and  complex 
organs."     Mr.  Avcs  believes  that  modem  teaching 
systems  should  be  modifted  and  that  there  should  be 
a  fuller  use  made  of  the  tense  of  heanog.  so  that,  to 
whatever  extent  is  possible,  the  eyeaifhl  CM  be  saved 
He  wants  less  reliance  placed  on  the  written  or  printed 
.'  word  and  more  on  the  spoken  word.    When,  how- 
!  ever,  it  is  es-vntial  to  use  the  former,  the  type,  he 
»ays.   should   invariably   he   designed  to  produce  a 
maximum  contrast  and  with  a  minimum  of  confusion. 

There  it  another  aapcct  of  teaehioc  to  nvbich  Mr. 
Aves  clra\^^  attention.  Nowadays  i(  appears  there 
is  a  good  deal  of  incorrect  posturing  in  the  schools, 
yet  there  t«  a  correct  peatnre  when  doae  %rork  of  any 
kind,  in  which  the  eyes  are  used,  is  being  done  Mi 
Ave*  suggest*  that  tcMhers  fhould  receive  instruction 
in  this  respect,  and  in  fne  ekse  where  any  child  seems 
unable  to  assume  and  retirfB  the  correct  posture  he 
.  or  she  shoul4.^  subjected  at  once  to  a  thorough 
visual  examination.  Yet  another  point  of  importance 
is  the  natural  li.litm^^  of  schoolrooms,  wlmh.  Mr. 
Aves  says,  **should  be  so  arr'aafed  that  direct  sun- 
light or  light  reflected  from  polished  desk  tops  does 
■ ')t  fall  on  the  scholar's  eyes."  In  the  matter  of 
artificial  lighting  he  says  systems  should  be  such  that 
•  the  light  IS  of  sufficient  intensity  and  evetily  diffused. 

while  home  lessons,  "involving  long  spells  of  close 
awork  in  doubtful  lighting  conditions  should  be  avoided 
'as  far  as  possible."  These  all  are  obvious  precau- 
Itions  "that  occur  to  anyone  with  a  knowledge  of  the

^  Just  over  four  centuries  ago  tlus  Summer  William 
^Tyndale  printed  on  the  coBlinent  his  English  traoaia- 

,1, .11   of   the    New  TeftaBWOt.      The   English  Bible 
•(owes  more  to  him  than  to  any  other  man,  for  he 
jnit  waa  who  chanted  its  books  from  the  original 
languages  into  the  finest  of  all  our  fine  examples  of 
English  speech.     7o  do  this  noble  work  William 
Trndale  bved.  and  for  it  he  died.   Hie  tife  shows  by 
what  a  rou.^li  and  thorny  road  the  pioneers  of  truth 
•nd  goodaesa  have  had  to  travel.    He  knew  right 
wdl  U>e  way  he  went.  Ycin  before  he  viraa  strangled 
at  the  martyr's  stake  he  wrote:  "There  is  none  other 
way  into  the  Kuigdam  of  Life  tKan  through  persecu- 
tioB  and  saikriog  of  pain,  and  of  very  death  after 
the  example  of  Christ."    We  do  not  see  this  now 
in  these  easy  times,  but  it  was  sober  truth  to  I'yndaie 
^  in  the  Mtleeath  century. 

Tyndale  cakne  froB  what  wa  shoold  call  now  a 

'  middle-class  Cloucrsterslure  family.  Delight  in 
Icaiiang  was  prevalent  when  he  was  young,  and  he 
•ought  it  diligently.  Hie  grtat  hope  was  that  knowl- 
edge of  the  Scrii>turcs  sliould  be  brought  within  the

When 
a  cellarless  houae  is  built  as  it 
should  be.  the  results  are  satisfac- 
tory. Often  home  builders  think 
that  a  home  must  have  a  cellar  to 
be  comfortable  in  every  way.  but 
a  home  built  properly  without  a 
cellar  I.-  dry  and  warm  Insurance 
men  have  shown  us  also  that  since 


j  mo.-.t  fires  start  in  the  basement, 
j  where  it'feains  great  headway  be- 
,  fore  it  is  found,  a  cellarless  house 
Is  less  in  danger  from  fire  than  a 
house  with  a  basement. 

A  cell.irles .  house  alsa  may  be 
very  beautiful,  for  being  built  close 
to  tiic  earth  it  hugs  the  ground 
and  gives  an  air  of  shelter  and  pro- 
tection. A  hou&c  that  is  built  elflee 
to  the  ground  has  an  appearance 
of  always  having  belonged  there. 
It  has  a  more  homelike  atmosphere. 
But  certainly  to  the  prospective 
heme  builder,  who  must  build  in- 
expensively, eellarlcvi  houses  will 
appeal  chiefly  for  their  economy. 
MAY  BE  WELL  HEATED 

As  to  the  necessity  of  providing 
the  rellar  as  a  place  to  Iricate  the 
house  heater,  there  are  various 
forms  of  groundfloor  hraier.i  on  the 
market  which  heat  five  or  six  rooms 
very  comfortably.  It  may  be  said

During  the  last 
ten  years,  liowe\er.  the  number  of 
deattis  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
had  b«-en  reduced  from  1,130  to  883 
l«M  iiulliun,  respiratory  diseases 
have  been  reduceid  by  thirty-four 
per  cent,  and  heart  disease  by  three 
VMUmi^  'Bern  went  over  £3^.00<^ 
a  year  upon  the  treatment  of  civilian 
persorLs  for  tuln'rculosLs  alone.  They 
were  trylnR  to  .see  what  could  be 
done  to  reduce  this  tremendous 
drain  upon  the  national  resources.

"Bstenslon  of  branch  lines  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily.

Of  course,  the  radio  has  its  musi- 
cal ami  other  fields,  but  as  to  talking, 
any  one  can  make  his  own  guess  as  to

(peeches  and  thrn  translate  them  back 
to  the  spoken  word. 

IJoyd  George  speaks  of  the  decline  of 
orator\  with  wistfulness  and  regret,  and 
President  Harrlin::^,  who  was  fa>cinateil 
by  being  a  C  hatauqua  speaker,  was  ap- 
parently mystified  by  the  fact  that  ora- 
tr.ry  like  that  of  Patrick  Ilrnry  and 
Cicero  no  longer  is  found  in  this  world.

Vienna  reports  IJIS 
attempts,  and  on  th-^  remrd  of  other  years  It 
may  be  assumed  Uiai  most  of  ttiesc  were  suc-

Colonel  Seaone's  stirvey  showed 
the  great  saving  which  could  be 
made  by  the  northern  route  to  the 
Far  East,  a  difference  of  3,000  miles 
between  the  routes  front  Seattle  and 
San  Prancieco  to  Japan.  The  differ- 
ence In  total  cost  mw  eatlniated  at 
$10,000,000  by  Ootonel  Seoane  in 
favor  of  the  northern  route.  Mr, 
Carlton  estimated  the  OOlt  of  the 
northern  route  at  $10,000,000  and 
the  southern  at  $16,000,000. 

CABLE  IMPOBTANT 

Results  of  Obkmel  Seoane'a  sur- 
vey were  set  forth  by  him  In  a 
paper  he  read  before  the  Society 

of  American  Military  Engineers  in 
Seattle  on  May  i!3.  1921.  Colonel 
Seoane  treated  extensively  the  seiz- 
ure of  the  Island  of  Yap,  opposite 
Ouam.  by  the  Japanese  and  Jihowcd 
the  importance  placed  by  Great 
Britain,  Japan  aod  Germany  on 
r*a,ble  systems,  the  British  havliqt 
linked  all  their  posseMfcrns  by  eaUe 
touching  only  Br1tl.«ih  soil.

Colonel  J.  D.  L.  Hartman,  at  pm- 
ent  in  charge  of  tht  ftTni^rn  cable 
here,  differs  with  Colonel  Seoane  la 
believing  that  the  cable  should  be 
laid  by  the  Oovemment.  and  thtaks 
that  it  should  be  a  strictly  commer- 
cial proposition,  but  agrees  that  the 
northern  route,  from  ticatUe,  ofTers 
many  advantages,  out^stAiiduiK 
among  them  the  saving  in  distance 
and  expense. 

OPPOSED  TO  U.S.  CABLE 
Colonel  A.  S.  Olbbs.  who  laid  the 
new  Ala.ska  cable  to  Seward  in 
19:^3.  also  investigated  the  north- 
ern route,  but  docs  not  believe  that 
the  cable  should  be  extended  be- 
yond Seward  by  the  Government. 
He  points  out  tliat  the  cable  would 
not  be  of  sufficient  advantage  from 
a  purely  military  standpoint  to 
Justify  the  Oovemment  In  building 
It,  and  thinks  it  should  be  con- 
structed as  a  commercial  proposi- 
tion. 

Chamber  of  Commerce  officials  are 
bringing  all  their  resources  to  bear 
on  Mr.  Carlton  to  Insure  selection 
of  the  northern  route.  The  only 
objecUon  so  far  advanced  by  Mr.
